The  driver's  seat  is  placed, 
On  the  side  of  the  truck  in  qui 
letters  is  "Cohasset  No.  1."  In 
the  equipment  of  the  truck  is  a 
Inrge  hook  for  nulling  down  build- 
ings with  a  pole. which  is  pulled 
out  w  hen  attached  to  an  object 
anil  then  pulled  by  a  number  of 
men  bv  means  of  rope  and  chains ; 
a  large  grappling  hook  is  ar- 
ranged in  the  same  wnv.  On  the 
back  of  a  box  at  the  rear  end  is 
the  name  "II  &L.S3"  named  for 
the  year.  The  truck  is  painted 
red,  relieved  by  gilt,  black  and 
M  hite  stripes,  and  is  brass  mount- 
ed. The  truck  is  provided  with 
two.  poles,  one  Tor  horse  and  one 
for  man  power,  and  to  the  lor- 
ard  axle  is  attached  a  reel  for 
running  out  rope  by  which  the 
truck  may  be  drawn."  The  truck 
._  ,  ft.  long  and  3  ft..  11  inches 
wide,  and  "the  pole  9  feet  1  inches 
long.  The  longest  ladder  is 
twenty-five  feet  in  length  and  can 
be  lengthened  to  49  feet  by  splic- 
ing ;  the  other  ladders  are  20  and 

15  feet  in  length,  The  iron  work 
Mr.  Tilden  considers  the  best 
ever  turned  out  from  his  shop. 

The  house  has  a  frontage  of 

16  feet  and  is  30  feet  long.  It  is 
a  one  story  mansard.  The  low- 
er floor  is  entirely  taken  up  by 
the  truck  and  a  stairway  leading 
up  into  the  hall  above ;  the  space 
under  the  stairway  is  utilized  for 

closet.  Over  the  front  door 
will  be  placed  a  sign  "Cohasset 
No.  1."  The  hall  above  has  di- 
mensions of  15  by  29  feet,  sufri- 
it  to  accommodate  a  company 
2  men,  which  will  be  formed 
immediately.  The  work  has 
been  under  the  direction  of  N.  B. 
Tower.  J.  A.  Lothrop  and 
Z.  Rich,  a  building  committee 
chosen  by  the  town  at  the  annual 
March  meeting  last  year. 

Great  credit  should  be  given  to 
Mr.  C.  F.  Tilden,  the  builder  of 
the  truck,  who  has  in  every  par- 
ticular more  than  fulfilled  the 
terms  of  the  contract.  The  truck 
is  a  handsome  piece  of  work,  and 
will  bear  critical  examination. 
The  building  was  put  up  by  Mr. 
Z.  Rich  and  cost  $765  ;  the  cost 
of  the  truck  was  $365,  leaving  a 
surplus  of  $70  for  the  sign  and 
furnishings  of  the  house.

Hawthornp's  Disposition. 


Tho  rcudord  ol  tho  "Scnrlot  Lotlcr" 
will  remember  with  intorcsl  tho  de- 
scription Hawtboruo  gives  therein  of  n 
model  dork  whom  he  found  wheu  he 
took  charge  of  tbo  Salem  custom  house. 
That  clerk  was  a  gonuino,  true  char- 
acter, as  were  the  other  persons  in  thc 
introduction,  and  what  lho  novclis 
said  of  him  was  tho  sinccro  expression 
of  appreciation  from  a  friend  anil  busi- 
ness associate.  This  clerk  still  lives, 
and  when  sccu  hy  a  Glolio  rcporler  a 
few  days  ago  appeared  willing  aud 
glad  to  talk  about  his  old  "chum,"  as 
ho  expressed  it.  His  nnmc  is  Zai-hn- 
riah  Burchmorc,  nnd  his  present  homo 
is  in  Somervillo.  Ho  wns  a  warm 
personal  fricod  and  unflinching  political 
ally  of  Hawthorno's  for  yenrs  heforo 
and  alter  tlio  novelist  went  to  tho  Sa- 
lem port.  In  conversation  ho  gavo 
somo  unfamiliar  ideas  iu  rcgnrd  to 
Hawthorno's  personal  character. 
Many  peoplo  have  tho  idea  that  llnw- 
thorno  was  womanish,  cffcuiinnte  in 
nature. 

"Why,  ns  to  thnt," mill  Mr.  liurch- 
lnoro,  ''nothing  made  him  hii  tnnd  iu 
to  bo  called  gentle.  Ho  hud  his  share 
of  the  old  Adam,  hut  ho  nlso  hud  the 
fecliugs  of  a  true  man.  Tlicu  its  uow 
his  real  nature  was  grcatlv  misunder- 
stood. Ono  or  two  inciifciils  in  hii 
life  will  illustrate  this.  Duriug  tho 
first  few  weeks  of  his  official  scrvi 
Salem,  ho  had  somo  trouble  with 
inspectors  under  him.  They  did  not 
like  his  style  of  ruuning  things,  and  as 
lie  was  a  quiet  man,  they  mistook  tho 
stuff  ho  was  in  ado  of,  and  decided  to  try 
tohrewbeat  or  hulldozo  him,  as  ho  would 
say  to-day.  One  of  theia  called  on 
him  and  related  tho  grievances 
vory  combative  manner,  telling  tho 
customs  prevalent  under  other  admin- 
istrations, and  various  other  things  of  r. 
more  or  less  disngrccahlc  nature. 
Hawthorno  listcucd  to  tho  harangue, 
and  walked  up  and  dowu  without  ray- 
ing u  word.  Finally ,  tho  indignant 
inspector  withdrew,  unable  to  get  n 
syllnhlo  from  the  collector.  I  asked 
him  altcrward  why  he  mado  nc  reply, 
and  ho  said,  "there  was  no  use  in 
talking  with  such  a  man  ;  I  hnd  uoth- 
ing  to  say  ;  the  argument  was  entirely 
on  his  side."  Hut  he  hod  lm  own  way 
al)  tho  same,  nud  the  iuspectors  ncvci 
again  ventured  to  interfere  with  him. 
Another  time  previous  to  this  affair, 
he' was  measurer  under  Collector  Ban- 
crolt  of  Boston.  lie  was  scot  to  meas- 
ure a  vessel  uuloading  coal  at  Charles, 
town.  Quietly  pacing  tho  deck,  ht 
seemed  ao  easy-going,  mild  tempered 
man,  forgetful  of  his  situatic 
caplaiu  ol  the  vessel  wns  meanwhile 
opcul/  ordering  and  directing  false 
measurements  in  the  cargo,  \\j  which 
both  tho  government  nud  the  purchi 
crs  would  be  defrauded.  Hawthorne 
apparently  did  not  observe  this  at 
first,  but  suddenly  he  stopped  his  walk, 
and,  in  loud,  clear  tones,  sternly  or- 
dered all  wotk  to  be  suspended,  the 
batches  to  be  fastened  down,  nod  no 
more  coal  to  be  taken  from  tbc  ship. 
This  was  a  most  arbitrary  procecdiojr, 
and  astounded  everybody,  but  he  per- 
sisted in  bis  order.  He  went  to  head- 
quarters and  demauded  that  the  cap- 
tain be  at  once  arrested  and  prosecu- 
ted. Bancroft  endeavoured  to  smooth 
mailers  over,  but  Hawthorno  refused 
to  budge.  Tbc  captain  iu.  question  ul- 
so  camo  to  Bancroft  and  demnnded 
Hawthorne's  instant  removal.  The 
collector  thought  that  this  was  the  ea- 
siest way  out  ol  tbc  difficulty,  aud  to 
suggested  to  Ilawthotno  thnt  be  bad 
better  go  to  some  otber  ship  as  meas- 
urer. But  tbc  youug  officer  indignant- 
ly dccliued,  and  said  ho  would  rcsigu 
if  not  permitted  to  mcasnro  thnt  par- 
ticular ship,  and  should  himself  lny 
the  matter  before  the  district  attorney. 
Just  bow  tho  matter  was  settled  I  am 
not  quite  cure,  but  I  know  tbat  Haw- 
thorno  measured  tbat  ship,  and  fraud 
was  suppressed  there  at  least.  Oh,  ho 
was  no  mamhypamby  man  ;  be  enmo  of 
a  pugnacious  family,  and  hnd  tbo  ele- 
ments of  courage,  stubbornness  and 
fight  right  ingraiucd  in  bis  character. 
As  a  business  man  nnd  customs  officer 
ho  was  most  admirable.  His  execu- 
tive system  was  excellent  und  beyond 
criticism. 

"Had  Hawthorno  nniny  personal 
friends  ?' 

"Few  that  could  be  called  intimate. 
But  be  was  n  most  pleasant  man  to 
know,  and  to  those  who  uudcrstood 
him  ho  was  as  sociable  a  companii 
could  be  desired.  l.et  mc  show  yi 
little  joko  wo  had  between  us.  ll 
just  after  lho  "Scnrlct  l-cttcr"  had 
been  published.  Mauy  Salem  people 
were  much  disturbed  at  tbo  way  ho  «• 
fcrrcd  to  tho  former  collector,  bis  pred- 
ecessor in  office,  and  several  took  oc- 
casion to  show  their  disdain  hy  sub- 
scribing Id.  each  to  tho  purchase  ol 
ooo  volume  Hawthorne  was  consid- 
erably amused  at  this,  and  ono  day, 
for  tho  lun,  I  wroto  this  note,  which 
he  endorsed,  as  you  sec,"  n 
llitrclnnore  showed  a  wriuklcd,  yellow 
scrap  of  paper,  on  which  was  the  lo!- 
low  ing : 

Salem,  Jan.  27,  ISIS. 
"For  value  received  1    promiso  to 
pay  to  Nathauiol  Hawthorno  or  order, 
lour  pence  in  ijixly  jemrt." 

"Z.  BlIKtlJIOtlK." 

Across  this  was  written  in  u  clear, 
legible  hnuil:  "Fay  tho  within  to  the 
Wandering  Jew." 

"Nathan i hi.  II a wrttoit x t. . " 

Mr,  Burchmorc  hero  showed  the 
writer  several  Icttoro  writtcu  hy  tho  fn 
mous  nnvclisl,  many  of  which  conlnin- 
cd  tho  warmest  coinmcndutiou  ol*  tho 
model  clerk's  capnhilitics.

This  vexed  Hiiwlhorno,  'fur,' 
ho  mill,  'tho  fact  Is  Unit  I  wroto  most  of 
Potor  Parley  mysoll,  and  I  novor  ro- 
ccivoil  my  pay  lor  it.  Oh,  llawthoruo 
was  lur  Irom  boinK  a  milk-nnil-wator 
tmiu.  I  actually  heliovo  thut  hud  I 
not  restrained  htm  once  be  would  hnvo 
iloppod  on  the  stroct  to  thrush  n  innu 
ngnintt  whom  ho  wits  violently  incensed. 


Tom  Thumb. 

Tho  most  fttmouB  of  nil  dwarfs,  wilh 
his  solf-posscsscd  ways  und  sharp  voice 
and  ovor-prcscnt  photograph  for  a 
prico,  will  ho  seen  uo  more ;  ho  has 
gone  tho  way  ol  folk  of  all  sizes  and 
loaves  a  place  which  cnu  novor  bo  fill- 
ed. His  life  was  a  strange  ouo.  His 
lather  was  Sherwood  E.  Strattnn,  a 
enrpentor  nt  Bridgeport,  Ct.,  and  he 
wns  horn  in  1838,  an  apparently 
healthy  child  weighing  nine  pounds. 
But  for  somo  mysterious  reason  his 
growth  was  very  slight  aad  while  still 
a  baby  ho  was  oxhibitcd  as  n  curiosity. 
Barnum  took  him  in  1842,  and  then 
the  wonderlnl  career  began.  'lho 
skillful  advertising  accomplished  oo 
much  that  it  tuny  fairly  be  said  that  tho 
great  showman  aindo  tho  greatest  sin- 
gle success  of  his  life  witb  this  divarf. 
Tho  two  went  to  Knropo,  Barnam 
lanngod  to  get  his  show  before 
crowucd  bends" — tho  very  best  of  ad- 
crtising  thcro — nnd  there  wns  every- 
where a  popular  Toai  Thumb  craxo. 
Tho  general  appeared  before  Qnecn 
ctoriu  in  1814  nnd  it  is  said  thnt  sbo 
then  gnvo  hint  lho  titlo.  "Those  were 
tho  days  when  I  was  a  littlo  chap  aad 
no  mistake,"  said  Tom  a  few  years 
I  used  lo  weigh  only  2(1  pounds 
tsnrcd  nu  eveu  18  inches  in 
height ;  hut  nnw  I'm  it  portly  old  fellow 
of  70  (I  mean  70  pounds)  and  guos 
m  it  littlo  rising  10  inches." 
Ono  ol  Bnrnnm's  tricks  wns  to  huv 
pocket  mndc  in  his  conl  hie  euouzh 
to  bold  Tom,  to  call  him  when  on  tho 
stage  and  hnvc  tho  little  head  pop  out 
with  a  shrill,  "Here  1  nm,  Mr.  Bar- 
num !"  to  the  immense  delight  of 
crowds. 

Tom  Thumb  went  everywhere  aud 
ccrtoiuly  no  one  human  being  has  ever 
been  gazed  upon  by  so  many  of  his  fel- 
lows. To  the  day  of  his  death  he 
wnuld  draw,  nud  from  tbo  snvings  of 
bis  great  profits  be  bought  so  mi 
real  cslato  at  his  unlive  place  tbat 
used  to  he  said  that  Tom  Thumb  and 
Barnum  owned  half  ol  Bridgeport. 
And  yet  Tom  was  uot  a  specially  small 
or  naturally  attractive  dwnrf,  unless  it 
be  said  that  ha  was  ahlo  to  appear  bct- 
Icr  tbnn  others  when  he  was  very 
young. .  When  ho  was  four  years  old 
Barnum  called  him  1 1 ,  audsoon  taugbt 
him  nil  sorts  ol  taking  ways  nnd  trick! 
which  helped  cake  the  fame  nnd  then 
tho  fortune  kept  coming.  I'pin  the 
wholo  the  lesson  of  the  life  is  aa  adver- 
tising lesson. 

Having  observed  that  people  do  not 
discriminate  carefully  between  "A.  M." 
and  "P.  M."  in  railroad  timc-talilcs,  a 
Western  passenger  agcut  bos  issued 
time-card  which  dispenses  wilh  lhat 
feature  altogether.  In  this  card  the 
hours  arc  numbered  from  one  to  twen 
ty-four,  beginning  and  cuding  at  mid- 
night. Tbc  hours  from  midnight  to 
noon  of  course  remain  as  now  indi 
ted  ;  but  tbc  1  P.  M.  train  becomes 
13  train,  1:15  is  16:15,  and  if  you 
leave  half  an  hour  before  atidnight  you 
take  the  23 :30  train  instead  of  tbc 
1 1  :30.  Evidently  there  can 
mistaking  an  afternoon  lor  a  forenoon 
train,  or  vice  versa,  hy  this  arrange 
mcnt ;  hut  the  ingenious  nutbor  of  thi 
new  syslcm  roust  perceive  tbat,  after 
nil  bis  schedule  will  have  to  be  trans- 
late/1 into  the  old  style  by  every  one 
who  uses  it.

Nc 
one  wouM  think  of  following  black 
Muitbing  without  teaming  the  trade,  so 
is  it  with  larmiog  ;  it  U  a  trade  when 
carried  on  successlully,  ami  he  who 
undertakes  to  carry  on  Urruing  withoil 
this  practical  knowledge,  will  co mo  at 
far  short  of  success  as  would  a  black' 
smith  in  praoticiog  law  without  first 
learning  its  first  principles.  Alter  the 
would  0*  tanner  has  by  practice,  t 
elementary  principles  ground  into  hii 
be  then  can  read  book*  and  papers  on 
agriculture-  with  profit.  Kvery  oue 
must  know  by  experience  what  his  farm 
w  ill  do,  or  rather  what  portions  of  his 
tarui  will  produce  a  certain  ctod  the 
best  lor  him.  lWt  trust  lo  books  or 
papers  for  that ;  yon  must  find  out  wtiat 
jour  soil  is  and"  what  it  is  capable  of 
doing. 

The  fanner  ot  to-day  must  have  his 
eyes  and  ears  open  to  everything  per- 
taining to  agriculture  about  him  to  win 
:uccess.  It  he  can  find  auy thing  in 
agricultural  books  o»  papers  that  will 
give  him  more  light,  accept  and  prac- 
tice it,  but  do  not  go  too  far,  by  adopt- 
ing every  new  departure,  experimenting 
on  a  loo  expensive  scale.  In  readiug 
pap»r*  and  books  use  your  reason, 
tun  ajjyicf.  rxiit  uK.vrts. 

Wc  must  confess  ourselves  in  bciug 
duped  this  spring  by  acting  too  hastily 
on  the  experience  of  others  given  in  the 
Country  Gentleman,  concerning  ibe 
destruction  nf  Ibe  rose  bng,  -the  pest 
ol  the  grapes.  The  advice  was  to  cot 
a  Johnson's  pump  and  s>|uirt  some  Pari* 
(  ircen  water  (ibe  swne  strength  as  for 
potato?  bugs)  on  the  grape  vines,  and 
that  il  would  kill  the  rose  bugs  nu  the 
v  incs  as  effectually  as  the  potato  bng 
on  the  potato  vines.  We  procured  a 
pnmp  and  tried  tbo  experiment,  the 
spray  being  as  fine  as  rain.  The  first 
application  did  not  stop  the  ravages  of 
the  bng,  so  we  tried  it  the  second  time, 
result,  not  a  complete  extermination  nl 
the  bug,  but  an  almost  complete  ex- 
termination nl  the  jrape  blossom,  grape 
and  also  the  leaf.  Luckily  we  bad 
sense  enough  lo  try  it  on  only  a  very 
few  vines,  and  did  not  do  much  mis- 
chief.

It  is  useless  tn  deny,  however,  that 
a  discriminate  application  ot  the  knowl- 
edge derived  Iran  agricultural  papers 
and  books  is  of  great  value  to  the  go- 
abead  larmcr.  We  go  tn  the.  farmer's 
institutes  and  dnbs  and  listen  with 
great  interest  In  the  experiences  given 
by  successful  agriculturists,  and  think 
we  have  gained  something,  hut  after 
all  is  it  any  the  less  valuable  il  the 
same  experience  is  printed  in  a  book  or 
paper?  Of  course  not,  our  prejudices 
must  not  be  carried  too  far.  To  a  level 
headed  fanner,  open  to  any  real  im- 
provement, with  an  eye  tn  success,  it 
matters  not  to  him  whether  the  infor- 
mation derived  comes  from  the  lips  of 
a  practical  farmer,  or  is  read  on  a 
printed  page.  The  thought,  the  idea 
is  there  and  tool's  enongh.  It  takes  a 
practical,  wide  awake,  thorough  going 
farmer  lo  understand  agricultural  liter- 
ature ;  be  reads  it  and  profits  by  it,  but 
a  novice  in  the  business  cannot  under- 
stand its  true  application,  and  failure  is 
ibe  result.  We  had  a  neighbor  a  little 
distant  from  us  some  years  agu  who 
bought  a  farm  here  aud  attempted  lo 
run  it  on  book  principles.  When  told 
that  it  was  time  to  put  bis  new  mown 
bay  in  the  bam,  replied  Ihat  be  would 
go  into  the  house  and  look  into  his 
bonk.  Well  he  failed,  lost  his  farm, 
himself  and  everything  else  and  left  for 
the  eily  in  disgust.  Money  is  good  to 
•tart  with,  and  to  arc  books,  but  a 
pocket  full  of  common  sense  is  better.

Besides  planting  trees-  by  the  road- 
side for  shade  it  is  a  profitable  Tnvesl- 
rncul  to  plant  them  upon  worn-out  lamb, 
ially  upon  barren  hill-tops,  where 
kind*  ot  trees  will  flourish,  though 
the  soil  be  loo  dry  aud  stony  for  other 


The  pine  tree,  for  example,  thrives 
soil  which  is  loo  poor  for  profitable 
and  the  elm  will  grow  rap-

almost  anywhere. 

ree-  planted  tor  the  purpose  nf 
growing  timber  should  be  placed  nearer 
together  than  sbade  trees,  in  order 
that  they  may  grow  taller  and  w  ith 
less  tnp  and  fewer  knots. 

Another  purpose  of  planting  trees  is 
the  rebotsnient  nf  tbe  dcuuded  slopes, 
hieh  can  be  most  successfully  accom- 
plished by  making  boruonul-terraccs  or 
notches  for  sewing  the  seed  orplanting  the 
trees.  When  they  are  well  rooted 
they  obstruct  torrents,  and  the  rain  is 
gently  filtered  through  the  earth  iuslcad 
nf  running  in  channels  on  the  su-facc, 
and  carrying  with  it  the  best  ot  the 
sod.  The  debris  from  the  tyllsidc  will 
be  caught  by  the  roots  and  trunks,  and, 
together  with  the  fallen  leaves,  will 
form  a  new  and  productive  soil. 

Trees  lor  transplanting  Irom  the  for- 
est should  be  selected,  so  far  as  possi- 
ble, standing  apart  from  the  others.  In 
raising  tbcm  (mm  tbe  seed  care  must 
be  exercised  to  gather  and  plant  tbe 
seeds  at  the  right  lime.  Il  is  impossi- 
specily  tbe  time  for  sowing  nil 
kinds  of  tree  seeds,  but  tbe  general  rule 
m  tbcm  soon  oiler  they  are  ripe. 
Tbe  seeds  of  tbe  sugar  and  Norway 
maple  ripen  in  aulum while  those  of 
tbe  red  and  silver  maple  ripen  in  June 
and  preserve  their  vitality  only  a  few 
weeks,  though  most  tree  seeds  can  be 
kept  so  that  they  will  retain  their  vilal- 
ity  for  «cv  eral  months  if  pnt  in  a  cool 
dry  place.  Kxcept  in  localities  where 
land  is  very  cheap  it  is  generally  best 
to  plant  the  seeds  in  a  unrsery,  and 
transplant  tbe  trees  when  they  ore  Urge 
enongh,  bnt  there  is  a  risk  in  trans- 
'  inting  nnl-lrees  where  tbe  ground  is 
r-  Conifers  arc  very  difficult  lo 
raise  from  seed, -unless  the  delicate 
are  screened  Irom  the  sun  when 
tbey  first  appear  above  ground.  This 
may  be  done  with  brush,  or  by  support- 
ing pieces  ol  lath  a  few  inches  above 
ground,  leaving  iutentices  between  as 
wide  as  I  be  pieces.  When  land  is 
plenty  it  is  more  advantageous  to  sow 
tbe  seeds  thickly  in  drills  where  yon 
wish  tbe  lre«  lo  stand,  and,  as  they 
grow,  tbio  tbcm  out,  using  the  surplus 
for  poles,  stakes,  etc.,  which  arc  much 
demand  on  ibe  farm. 
The  cotlonwood,  poplar  and  willow 
can  be  most  easily  propagated  by  cut- 
tings. Take  healthy  shoot*  of  last 
year's  growth  and  bury  tbcm  obliquely 
;u  the  ground,  and  they  will  under  fa- 
orablc  circumstances  send  up  a  sprout 
This  subject  is  almost  inexhaustible.

The 
Telegraph  Company  was  mslraiued  by 
an  injunction  from  erecting  H*  H0*' 
anil  tho  court  said  :

The  placing  of  anything  in  the  street 
which  tend*  to  diminish  its  use  as  a 
highway,  such,  for  iustnucc,  as  a  ruil- 
road,  has  U-eu  bold  to  bo  an  iufriiigo- 
mont  on  thi*  right  of  pro|>erty  in  Ui« 
abuttiug  ownei,  and  can  bo  oujoiucd 
until  compensation  is  mode  to  him. 
A  telegraph  pole  might  not  be  a  )  cry 
great  obstruction  to  the  street,  but, 
nevertheless,  in  so  far  as  il  d»cs  ob- 
struct the  street,  ils  occupancy  is  ex- 
clusive, and  iuconsistcut  with  tho  use 
of  that  part  ol  iho  street  a*  n  street. 
Whilo  it  may  be  only  a  small  invasiou 
of  lha  rights  of  the  abutting  owuer,  it  is, 
otwitbslanding,  an  invasion  of  bis 
ighls  aud  lor  which  ho  has  a  right  to 
mi nt aiti  such  action  as  the  present. 
The  public  has  also  a  right  iudepeudent 
of  Iho  property  owner,  and  it  is  claimed 
tbo  public  has  granted  ils  right  to  tho 
company.  Uul  the  propcrty-ow  nor  has 
rights,  so  far  a*  tho  boundaries  of  his 
property  arc  concerned,  and  these  arc 
independent  of  tbo  right  of  tho  public, 
and  cannot  be  taken  aw  ay  without  com* 
pensalion."

penditure    in.  '  'shopping"  being  thus 
prevented.     In  our  day  on  tho  contra 
ry,  the  progress  made  by  womcu  in  cs 
Ublitbing  an  independent   positiou  for 
themselves  is  seen  in   tbeir  gelling  tbe 
n's  share  qf  ibe  clothes  fund,  just  a* 
is  elsewhere.
